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Science  Olympiad  Honors 
Students  and  Alumni

On  February  13,  2016,  Alumni 
Crystal  Stines  Pryor  ’09  and  her 
husband,  Mike  Pryor  along  with 
current  seniors  Adriana  Lugosan 
and  Peyton  Kellenburger  were 
honored  at  the  26th  Annual 
Science  Olympiad  hosted  by  Saint 
Joseph's  College.  The  student 
-run  Science  Olympiad  created 
two  new  awards  in  their  honor: 
The  Pryor  Alumni  Award  and  the 
Lugosan-Kellenburger  Student 
Award.  The  awards  were  given 
to  their  name  sake’s  for  superior 
service  to  Science  Olympiad  over 
the  years. 

Science  Olympiad  is  a 
Regional  tournament  that  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  hosts  every 
year  in  which  high  school  and 
middle  school  teams  compete  in 
science  and  technology  events. 
Putting  on  the  event  involves 
nearly  1 00  students,  faculty,  and 
staff.  The  tournament  faculty 
directors  are  Dr.  Rob  Pfaff, 
Assistant  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs  and  Professor 
of  Chemistry,  and  Dr.  Anne  Gull, 
Professor  of  Chemistry.  The 
student  directors  include  Amanda 
(AJ)  Volk  senior  Biology  major, 
Allyson  Roller  senior  Biology 
major,  Alex  McCormick,  junior 
Chemistry  and  Biology  major, 
and  Amanda  (Amy)  Southworth, 
junior  Biology  major.  Along  with 
the  directors,  a  large  number 
of  students  volunteer,  running 
and  preparing  stations  for  the 
competitors. 


Volk,  one  of  the  student 
directors  that  asked  for  the 
creation  of  the  awards  commented 
that,  “The  awards  were  created 
out  of  the  need  to  recognize  our 
volunteers  and  their  dedication 
to  this  event.  With  both  of 
these  awards,  we  felt  as  though 
outstanding  volunteers  should 
be  acknowledged  for  their  many 
years  of  help” 

Volk  said  that  they  specifically 
chose  Lugosan  and  Kellenburger 
because  “Over  the  past  four 
years  they  have  dedicated 
countless  hours  to  preparing  and 
participating  in  the  daily  events  of 
the  Science  Olympiad.  They  were 
never  designated  co-organizers 
of  the  event,  yet  they  contributed 
just  as  much.” 

Kellenburger  has  been 
volunteering  with  Science 
Olympiad  for  the  past  four 
years.  For  the  past  two  years  she 
has  helped  write  tests  for  the 
competitors  and  assisted  with  set 
up  the  night  before  the  event.  She 
commented,  “I  was  completely 
surprised  that  they  created  an 
award.  It  means  a  lot  because 
I  really  enjoy  helping  out  with 
Science  Olympiad  and  it  was  nice 
that  they  appreciated  my  help.” 

Lugosan,  who  competed  in 
Science  Olympiad  as  a  child, 
has  also  been  volunteering 
with  Science  Olympiad  for  the 
entirety  of  her  college  career.  She 
commented,  “My  involvement 
with  Science  Olympiad  has  not

come  without  many  hours  of  work 
outside  of  class  time.  I’m  happy 
to  volunteer  my  time  to  something 
that  I  used  to  find  so  enjoyable 
during  middle  school. .  .All  of 
the  prep  work  is  worth  it  when 
you  see  these  kids  run  into  the 
classroom,  throw  on  their  goggles, 
and  get  to  work.”  I  remember  how 
cool  it  felt  to  receive  an  award 
you  worked  so  hard  to  prepare  for. 
In  the  same  way,  I  had  that  feeling 
when  Payton  and  I  received  our 
award.  It  somehow  makes  all 
of  those  long  nights  worth  the 
work.” 

In  terms  of  the  Pryor  Alumni 
Award,  Crystal  Pryor  ’09  had 
been  volunteering  for  Science 
Olympiad  since  her  freshman 


year  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
and  then  recruited  her  future 
husband,  Mike  Pryor,  to  volunteer 
as  well.  She  also  served  as  the  co¬ 
director  for  two  years.  However, 
even  after  graduating,  they  have 
come  back  and  volunteered  with 
Science  Olympiad. 

Volk  commented  that  “Since 
her  graduation  Crystal  and  Mike 
have  been  constantly  involved. 
Crystal  voluntarily  spends  the 
day  in  the  general  chemistry  lab 
and  Mike  spends  his  day  in  the 
recreation  center.  They  both  have 
contributed  countless  hours  and 
support  after  graduation.  They 
exemplify  what  it  means  to  be 
‘Involved  for  Life.’”

On  the  evening  of  Tuesday, 
February  23,  2016,  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  hosted  its  third  annual 
STEM  (Science,  Technology,  En¬ 
gineering,  and  Math)  networking 
event  from  5  P.M.  to  7  P.M.  in  the 
Core  Education  Center.  This  al¬ 
lowed  students  who  are  majoring 
in  those  fields  to  talk  to  successful 
alumni  about  future  possibilities. 
These  fields  include  Computer 
Science,  Math,  Biology,  Chemis¬ 
try,  Bio-Chem,  Forensic  Science, 
Medicine,  and  Wildlife.  The  night 
for  everyone  began  with  a  presen¬ 
tation  from  Professor  of  Biology 
and  Environmental  Science  Dr. 
Bob  Brodman  in  the  Shen  Audi¬ 
torium.  Following  the  speech, 
everyone  who  attended  broke  off 
into  smaller  groups.  The  groups 


were  determined  by  the  students’ 
majors  or  areas  of  interest.  More 
presentations,  as  well  as  one-on- 
one  meetings,  were  given  within 
these  specific  areas. 

Sophomore  Biology  ma¬ 
jor  Sydney  Strang  and  junior 
Biology  major  Lydia  Raderstrof 
were  two  students  who  attended 
the  event  with  hopes  of  obtain¬ 
ing  more  information  on  what 
to  do  after  graduation.  “I’m 
looking  forward  to  learning 
about  grad  schools  and  how  to 
be  interviewed,”  Lydia  said  as 
she  explained  what  she  wanted 
to  learn  from  the  event.  They 
both  agreed  that  they  were  eager 
to  listen  to  the  lectures  about 
schools  and  life  after  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College.  They  were  also 
interested  in  networking  with  the 


alumni  that  were  there  as  well. 
Many  of  the  presentations  and 
discussions  focused  on  these  two 
areas,  giving  students  advice  on 
how  to  apply  for  grad  school  as 
well  as  successful  interview  tips 
for  both  schools  and  jobs.

At  Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
another  new  club.  More  Love 
Letters  (MLL),  has  been 
established  with  the  goal  of 
improving  campus  culture  and 
supporting  those  with  mental 
illnesses. 

Doesn't  the  world  need  more 
love  letters?  An  organization 
based  out  of  New  York  sure  thinks 
so.  Moreloveletters.com  says,  “I 
started  More  Love  Letters  three 
years  ago  and  we’ve  become  the 
only  global  organization  out  there 
that  blesses  individuals— young 
and  old—  with  bundles  of  love 
letters  during  a  time  in  need.”  The 
woman  who  started  it  all,  Hannah 
B.,  had  just  graduated  from 
college  and  was  dealing  with 
depression.  She  began  writing 
in  her  notebook  and  tearing  the 
pages  out  to  leave  them  around 
New  York  City.  The  idea  was  to 
support  others  who  were  going 
through  similar  mental  health 
issues. 

Laura  Wagner,  Director  of 
Counseling  Services  and  the 
original  club  advisor,  had  this  to 
say:  “When  I  was  first  approached 
by  Hannah  Wallace  with  this  idea, 
I  liked  the  intention  but  didn’t 
realize  the  impact  this  effort  could 
have  on  our  campus  and  globally. 
She  shared  a  video,  which  you 


can  view  on  the  More  Love 
Letters  website.  I  began  to  see  the 
potential  for  improving  campus 
culture,  fulfilling  the  College 
Mission  and  breaking  down  the 
stigma  of  mental  illness.  I  realize 
there  are  more  needs  than  letters 
of  support,  but  it  is  a  beginning  of 
a  cultural  change.” 

Wagner  commented  that  the 
number  of  students  suffering 
from  mental  illnesses  on  college 
campuses  is  on  the  rise:  “Feeling 
isolated  and  hurting  is  a  shared 
experience  for  many.  I  have 
struggled  with  a  way  to  decrease 
the  stigma  of  mental  illness.  More 
students  are  entering  college  with 
the  stress  of  coping  with  mental 
illness  along  with  the  challenges 
of  college.  Complaining  and 
criticizing  can  be  easy.  The 
impact  of  these  behaviors  on 
people  needing  support  can  be 
devastating.  This  campus  should 
be  a  haven  for  safety,  security, 
and  caring.  This  letter  writing 
could  be  an  easy  start.  Thank 
you,  Hannah,  for  bringing  this 
movement  to  campus.  ” 

Hannah  Wallace,  a  junior 
English  major,  is  the  organizer 
of  the  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
chapter.  “My  hopes  for  MLL  is 
that  people  realize  how  powerful 
words  and  letters  can  be.  What 
we  really  are  aspiring  to  do  is  just 
change  people’s  days,  months, 


and  years;  they  may  remember 
that  kind  letter  from  a  stranger  for 
the  rest  of  their  lives.” 

Once  the  chapter  has  enough 
letters  written,  the  goal  is  “to 
distribute  them  to  different 
places  (Rensselaer,  Indianapolis, 
Chicago)  and  to  continue 
spreading  more  love  letters,” 
Wallace  states. 

Moreloveletters.com,  says  “We 
really  want  you  here.  In  fact,  we 
need  you  here  to  help  us  make 
this  whole  ‘life’  thing  better  for 
others.  Life  is  hard.  And  yes,  it 
breaks  your  heart.  But  you  don’t 
have  to  go  it  alone.  We’re  right 
with  you.” 

Wallace  is  hoping  that  “the 
club  continues  to  grow  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.”  In  order  for 
the  chapter  to  accomplish  its 
tasks,  they  need  a  large  number  of 
members  to  write  letters.

I’ve  grown  in  and  out  of  my 
love  for  books  in  the  last  four  years.  I  read 
constantly  before  college.  Once  texts  were 
required  every  day,  I  found  myself  drifting 
away  from  reading  for  fun  and  dreading  the 
next  book  for  Core. 

Thankfully,  my  English  minor  renewed  my 
love  for  literature  and  I  came  to  know  authors 
that  otherwise,  I  wouldn’t  have  discovered. 
One  of  those  authors  is  Sandra  Cisneros.  She 
is  most  famous  for  her  short  story  collection, 
The  House  on  Mango  Street.  In  one  of  my 
classes,  I  read  these  short  stories  of  a  girl  who 
grew  up  in  Chicago  in  the  1960’s. 

Over  Christmas  break,  I  browsed  through 
BAM!,  determined  to  read  as  much  as  I  could 
on  my  own  terms.  I  found  Cisneros’  collection 
of  short  stories  and  had  to  have  it. 

Titled  after  her  featured  story,  The  House 
on  Mango  Street  is  full  of  an  inside  look  to 
Sandra’s  childhood.  Most  of  the  stories  are  2-3 
pages,  making  it  an  easy  read  between  classes 
or  right  before  bed!  She  tells  stories  of  her 
family,  the  struggles  she  had  making  friends, 
and  how  difficult  it  was  to  grow  up  as  a  Latina 
in  a  big  city.  It  ranges  from  funny,  to  relatable, 
to  intense.  Sandra  Cisneros  created  a  realistic, 
honest  view  of  what  it  is  like  to  grow  up  in  a 
home  that  constantly  has  chaos,  but  her  words 
connect  the  reader  to  the  images  she  sees. 

Anyone  can  like  this  book.  It’s  easy  to  read, 
full  of  symbolic  stories,  and  gives  a  glance  to 
a  different,  non-idealistic  upbringing.  There 
are  46  short  stories  in  this  collection,  as  she 
touches  on  subjects  such  as  poverty,  sexism, 
and  racism  —  all  things  she  was  subjected  to 
growing  up. 

In  addition  to  The  House  on  Mango  Street, 
Cisneros  has  penned  nine  other  books  that  are 
similar.  This  non-fiction  writer  was  also  the 
first  Hispanic-American  to  receive  a  publish¬ 
ing  contract. 

If  you  find  yourself  intrigued  or  bored,  and

mend  Sandra  Cisneros.  In  her  words,  “I  don’t 
know  what  makes  a  bestseller,  but  I  do  know 
this:  A  good  book  doesn’t  care.
